Dowager Empress,the Emperor and Prince 


Tuan Beyond the Reach of 


Their Pursuers.

ONDON, 
August 28.—A special dispatch

.Shanghai says the 


Chinese officials there have informed the foreign Consuls that the 


Emperor, Dowager Empress and Prince Tuan have arrived in the neighbor- 
hood of Tai Yuan Fu. 


Tai Yuan Fu is the capital of the province of Shan Si, adjoining the 


province of Chi Li, and is 240 miles southwest of Peking. 


Japan Still Pouring Troops Into Amoy. 


HONGKONG, Aus. -$—General Gotovv, from the Island of Formosa (Japanese territory), commands the Jap- 


anese forces occupving Amoy. Large bodies oi troops have been landed and Norclenfeldt guns have been 'mounted, 
commanding the city. Many Chinese are leaving. The British cruiser Isis sailed from here today under sealed orders. 
It is thought probable she is going to Amoy. Canton is quiet. Tlie large merchant guilds are feeding tlie poor in 
order to prevent a disturbance.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—In regard to the reported landing of Japanese troops at Amoy, the Japanese Legation 


received today a confirmatory telegram from Tokio, to the effect that in view oi the fact that Amoy has, on account 
of its proximity to Formosa, frequently served as the basis of evil designs on the island, and in addition to the 
burning of a Japanese temple there 'have 'been riots against foreigners, the Japanese government has considered it 
necessary to land a small force lor the purpose oi protecting their consulate and the foreign residents at that port. 


Admirals Hold Li Hung Chang a Prisoner. 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—Admiral Courrejollcs, the French commander-in Chinese waters, has 
cabled to the Navy 


Department-here 'that a council of the Admirals 'has notified the foreign legations at Peking that it 'has hccn decided 
to hold Li Hung Chang on board ship until the. opening of negotiations between the powers and China. 
» 


\VASH1NGTON, Aug. 28.—The sufficiency of Li Hung Chang's credentials as a plenipotentiary to conclude a set- 


tlement with the powers on behalf of China is now a subject for acavc telegraphic negotiations among the powers. 
It 


\v:ii stated positively today that so far the issue was still open. 


Some of the powers have taken the ground that Li 
no longer represents anything tangible, that the fleeing 


Chinese Emperor and Empress Dowager are powerless to carry out any pledge, but none of them has, so far as can 
be learned upon inquiry here, finally decided this important question beyond recall.

It was announced that the Admirals had 
announced in view oi the hostilities in 
progress that sound military practice 
required that Li should be kept undci a 
strict surveillance. By imputation tins 
carried the idea that Li might be kept, 
not on board a- •warship, but aboard his 
own transport in the 'harbor at Taku at 
the pleasure of the 
foreign Admirals. 


Neither Admiral, Remcy nor Admiral 
Kempff gave their sanction to this pro- 
ject, and it is said here that when Li 
abandoned the Peking trip by water the 
project was dropped. 


It is a singular fact that Li Hung 


Chang's whereabouts 
are not known 


here. At last accounts he was at Shang- 
hai, not in the foreign quarter, but away 
back in the Chinese

with the aid of the foreign naval force 
now at Shanghai it would be difficult 
to prevent his escape 
on land, if

BROKEN CABLE HURTS 


TWO MEN SERIOU8LY. 


A Most Peculiar Accident in the Southern 


Pacific Yards at the Foot of 


Kirkham Street. 


Two men and a toy were seriously 


injured this morning at the foot of 
Kirkham street, where the railidad com- 
pany is reclaiming an area of marsh 
land. 


The injured are W. Church and John 


Stain, trainmen, who are severely hurt 
internally,.-and a boy named Jackson, 
who had hi-s rig-lit arm broken. 


The accident was due to the snapping 


of a wire cable by which an engine op- 
erates a dirt scraper. 


A train of flat cars loaded with dirt 


had been switched on to a .siding and 
the work of unloading was in progress. 


This is accomplished by a ponderous 
V-shaped plow or 
scraper, which 
is 


drawn over the cars t>y a cable attached 
to the locomotive, throwing the dirt to 
both sides of the track. 
Considerable 


power is required to move the contriv- 
ance, and the caWe is put .to a very 
great strain. 


Church and Stam were operating the 


scraper and the boy Jackson was an 
onlooker. The prong of the plow evi- 
dently caught in the planking of one of 
the cars, for it came to a sudden stop, 
there was » 'crashing of timbers, and 
almost instantly the wire cable snapped, 


flying "back at the men with the force 
of a cannon ball. 
Church arid Stam 


were caught in the tangled mass and 
hurled into the air, falling to the ground 
near the cars. Jackson was struck by 
the end of the cable and knocked sense- 
less.

Census returns from several of the Western cities disprove 


the old adage that figures cannot lie. They prove the un- 
trusUvorthiness of much that passes for statistical information. 
If the figures for this year be correct the city of Omaha has 
suffered an apparent loss in population of over 26 per cent 
during thc last decade. 
Now, it is evident to the superficial 


observer that the actual resident population of Omaha has 
sensibly increased within 'that period. 
The city has more 


houses, docs more business, and ha-s a greater number of 
industries employing a larger number of people. 
It has 


growl and improved in 'many ways. 
Its business is pros- 


perous and increasing, and it is steadily being built up.. 


The census figures relating to population alone would indi- 


cate that Omaha is not prosperous; thai its population is 
rapidly declining. It is quite likely that the returns this year 
are approximately correct, yet the conclusions obviously to 
be drawn from them arc wholly false and misleading. 
By 


comparison correct figures are made to give a false result. 


In 1890 the census of Omaha was enormously padded. For 


months thc names on all the 'hotel registers were copied to 
swell tly; city's population. The payrolls of concerns having 
their headquarters in the city but establishments outside were 
utilized to help the thing. 
The padding was so open and 


flagrant as to be a joke. The object was to beat Kansas 
City. 


When thc returns were sent in the showing gave Omaha 


a population some seven thousand in excess of Kansas City, 
yet it was evident that thc latter was much thc larger place. 
It had more of everything that goes to make up a city. 
Taking thc volume of business, thc number of houses and the 
extent of manufactures as a criterion, Kansas City's popula- 
tion should have exceeded Omaha's by 50 per cent. 
But 


llmrc was abundant reason to believe that the figures for 
Kansas City were inflated. 


Now thc proc-f has come and both cities have reason to 


regret thc discreditable padding business. 
Omaha shows an 


apparent loss of over 26 per cent, while Kansas City, instead 
oi showing a gain of 60 per cent, as was fondly predicted, is 
credited with an increase of a little over 27 per cent- 
All thc 


collateral statistics prove that the increase cannot be less 
than 50 per cent. 


.Several other Western cities have created a mortifying dis- 


appointment for •the.mselvps by padding the census during 


1 ihc boom. In this way t'hey contrast unfavorably with more

California is the natural center of trade for all countries on 


the South American continent, for the only other way they 
ran reach the markets of the world is by a long and venture- 
some trip around Cape Horn. 
By the establishing of a 


thorough trading system with San Francisco, however, the 
huge demands of the East can be tapped as well as those of 
the Old World, in addition to which, as purchasing nations, 
the Southern republics can obtain their supplies here. What 
it would mean to California if this trade were thoroughly 
worked up and established is hard to say, but the benefits 
would certainly 'be manifold. The Southern countries are 
rich in ivory, nuts, rubber, sugar, tobacco and other pro- 
ducts that we need, and in return we can furnish them with 
our wines, wheat and other staple articles of commerce.

furnishing the means for the purchase of homes by t'he 
middle classes and small wage-earners. 


So fast has money been pouring into the savings banks 


of late that a rule has recently been adopted by all such insti- 
tutions in the metropolis limiting individual deposits to $2,000 
instead of $5,000 as heretofore. Cash is piling up so fast in 
the vaults that it is proving hard to turn it over at a profit 
and it will not 'be surprising if in the near future the rate of 
interest on loans drops from 6 to 5 1-2 or -even 5 p-er cent so 
as to induce the freer operation of money.

SOME CHINESE IMPRESSIONS. 


There Is no such thing- in China as a 


government, as we understand that term. 
There is the outward form, but it is aa- 
tlrely devoid of substance. 
There are 


officials, but they lack power, and even 
the imperious will of the Empress Dow- 
agw cannot be impressed on ithe people 
at large. 
The present disturbance, if it 


is at least a popular uprising, indicates 
the helplessness of ittve central govern- 
ment to govern; or if it is at most act- 
ally supported by .the authorities, then 
we see the curious spectacle .of a govern- 
ment carrying on a war against the civ- 
ilized world in concert, with ithn greater 
part of Its people and the whole of its 
ivivy standing by p.pparently unmoved.

AtiAMEDA, Aug. 2S.—In a further let- 


tor upon the. chanter, touching the rc-la- 
tions Lo it oC the "Vrooman Act." Bralii- 
ard C. JSrown writes as follows: 


"Referring to the 'Vruuman Act,' the 
section of the charter which it is urged 
wiM prohibit Alamt.U from operating un- 
der a,ny now act says: 


" 'Section s«. An act of the .Legislature 


oE the Stale of California, 'An act to pro- 
vide for work upon streets, lanes, alleys, 
courts, places and sidewalks, and lor the 
construction of sewers wt'tliln municipal- 
ities. 
Appi-oved March IS, 1S85, and any 


acts amendatory thereof, supplementary 
thereto or suostitirted therefore, are here- 
by adopted as a part o-f this Charter and 
shall have tile same force and effect as 1C 
incorporated at length herein. 
"It -is evident, from the above that Ala- 


meda will not under the new charter be 
precluded from 
ope:ra!tlng under a new 


act, for all new acts on this subject are. 
adopted as part of tLo charter. 
"As to tire- bond question, it Is provided 


in another section (Sec. 163) ithat not less 
than 
on-e-forlloHi 
part of the whole 


amount of ihe Inclobterliws? shall be paid 
onch and every year' so It is apparent 
that !•; would not b-p possible to issue 
short term bonds. 
"It was the into'ntion of the board of 


freeholders to prohibit the issuance of 
short term bonds. That subject was ful- 
ly canvassed by them, and It was held 
that inasmuch as the Incurring of bonded 
Indebtedness Is largely for the bereelll of 
the future generation, th.e burden ought 
to be plac-ed partly on that g-eneration." 


Continuing dn references to stumbling 
blocks which the-, -new charter places in 
the way of the City Clerk's present pol- 
icy the letter says: 
"It fixes his s'alary Lit Slif> per month 


and prohibits a ra.ise except by a 'three- 
fifths vote of the people. It deprives him 
of bis .present statutory right to demand 
d, deputy, and vests with the t'Sty Coun- 
cil the power to judge a-s to tha assist- 
ance he needs. It makes his office ap- 
pointive, and thereby places him under 
the control of the appointing power. It 
gives the Council power to compel him to 
do his work, cin-d power tu diseharg-u him. 
It prohibits htm from 'doing poliiirs' and 
thereby deprives him. of what perhaps is 
his most clierisbed privileg'e."
